A WONDER TO VISITORS 


Unique in Construction, Handsome in Appearance, 


Novel Pleasure Features, a Marvel 


for Compactness 


It It doubtful If many people In 


D»c*tur realize the magnitude of th* 
Staler dam and pumping itatlon. The 
building of luch a plant would be a 
formidable undertaking for a muni- 
cipality »ueh as the City of Decatur.; 
We would Mv« had to have an elect- 
loa, a bond Issue and long drawn 
out legal and 'technical procedure. 


MONST ABSORBER 


Sialejr's hare gone ahead and built 


It There has been no fuss about It. 
It h«i been a tremendous money ab- 
sorbing- proposition. 
The city hia 


net been asked for any. thing except 
fcr some water Impounding privileges 
which are necessary ti the city water 
Impounding project and are Incident- 
ally necessary to the Staley project. 


PTIMPINO WATER 


The 'pumping plant Is practically. 


finished and Is actually in operation. 
It IS easily capable of supplying all 
the water used by the city of Decatur 
for .normal purposes. There are six 
centrifugal pumps, four eight Inch 
driven by a hundred horse power 
electric motor each, and two ten Inch 
of 150 H. P. each. Two of the eight 
inch pumpg are supplying the Staley 
factory with water, by large odds the 
largest flngle consumer In the city. 
The amount of water at present de- 
livered by the pumping station can 
be almost quadrupled. 


BUILT TO LAST 


The building which Is both pump- 


Ins station and club house, I* an en- 
during testimonial to the permanence 
with which the Staley people build" 
and In Iti architectural beauty It Is a 
tribute to the city. A shed built at 
a small fraction of the cost of the 
(structure which has been erected 
would have served all the purposes of 
sheltering the pumpins machinery. 
Fow cities in the erection of their 
water plants or electric light plants 
have built as well. This building, 
which now seems 10 remote from the 
city, will be brought into prominence 
with the completion of ths Impound- 
ing dam and towering above the 
high embankment of the C. I. and W. 
railroad, as it does, will be an orna- 
ment to Nelson park. 


FOUR TALL STORIKS 


The building rises sixty-two feet 


from 
foundation 
to roof 
garden. 


It is practically four stories, twe ef 
the stories being unusually high. Th« 
foundation is below the bottom of th« 
river. 


The present water line Is nine feet 


below the 605 foot level. The pumps 
are now working on this level In or- 
der to save the lift. The permanent 
pump room Is at the 620 foot level 
and all pumps will be placed on this 
floor when the city dam Is completed. 
The lower stories will then be below 
water and will serve as a well and only 
the pump room and the club room will 
be above water. The water will stand 
seven feet deep over the present 
pump room floor. 


HAIvDSOMB DESIGN 


The building Itself 1s of monolithic 


concrete of a class tbat has never 
keen erected in Decatur before. 
Its 


listlng'ilshlner feature !i the beauty j 
»hlch has been Imparted to construct- 
on of this Wnd. The exterior walls 
it the two stoiles that will remain 
permanently above water are flnlsh- 
)d in cut stone effect and it li hard 
to believe that they are not eut stone. 
fhe additional cost that must hare 
been necessary t» secure this effect 
can only be conjectured but it must 
nave been very great. 


Surrounding the eta* room floer on 


all sides Is a concrete balcony which 
Is perhaps twelve feet wide. Thte Is 
supported on 
massive 
ornamental 


concrete brackets all poured in the 
position which they occupy as part of 
the one piece construction scheme. 
The pumping room story has high 
arched windows, 


PALATIAL CLUB ROOM 


The club room occupies the entire 


top story and consists ef a lofty eetl- 
Inged club room, dining room, kitch- 
en, toilets and other accessories. This 
opens upon all sides en the balcony 
overlooking the lake. A 
stairway 


rises to the roof which is surrounded 
with an ornamental balustrade. 


The root Is finished as a dance 


floor. This looks Into Nelson Park 
and upon a wide expanse of lake. The 
ornamental lights which surround the 


cornice will be visible from a great 
distance. 


An arched concrete bridge springs 


from the level of the club room floor 
across to the tracks of the C. I and 
W. railroad. Tha arches permit ves- 
sels to be sailed between the build- 
ing and the railroad embankment. A 
walk leads along the railroad embank- 
ment several hundred yards 
to 
a 


parking place for automobiles which 
has been made against 
the 
river 


bluff. This was mad» by widening the.

ABOUT FINISHED. 


The building is now practically fin-

STALEY DAM. 


The work on the Staley dam has 


been suspended for come time pond- 
Ing the settling of the matter of lanfl 
that will be submerged. 
Prepara- 


tions are now being made for a re- 
sumption of dam construction. The 
big derrick, which will be used In 
driving piling, has been moved from 
the pumping station side of the C. I, 
& W, railroad bridge to the dam side 
and It Is now ready for operation. 


THE DAM. 


The dam is some 300 feet below 


the railroad bridge. 
The wings ex- 


tend In an angle from the dam to 
the railroad embankment 
on ea';h 


side, thus maklrg the railroad em- 
bankment a small part of the water 
impounding project. The wings con- 
sist 
of 
interlocking steel 
piling 


driven some thirty 
feet into the 


ground and braced from behind by 
twelve inch timbers. 
The dam pro- 


per will consist of a double line of 
these steel piling spaced some twenty 
or thirty feet apart and filled in be- 
tween with broken 
Btona or other 


materials. 


The driving of the piling for the 


wings was well along when the wor^ 
was halted. 
Nothing has been done 


toward building the river section ex- 
cept throwing across the stream a 


way of heavy timber! which will be 
Just above the level 
of, the 
dam. 


Rapid prbgresi will be made with the 
rest of the construction when thu 
work again gets Into swing. 
The 


heavy Iron gates which will control 
the flow of water are on hand and 
much of the other material is on the 
ground. 


ONLT TEMPORARY 


It will be borne In mind that this 


dam is merely temporary. It will all 
be torn out when the city dam is put 
Into use. 
The city water Impound- 


ing plan will raise the water several 
feet above the level of the temporary 
Staley dam. 
Apparently the pump- 


ing station has been built with the 
Idea that the city dam will some time 
be raised to the 620 foot level. 


STRIKING FEATURE. 


The striking thing about the Sta- 


ley pumping plant to the mechanical 
expert 
is 
the 
compactness of the 


thing, the small amount of space that 
Is required for 
powerful pumping 


machinery when the steam factor Is 
elimnlated. 
The 
whole 
pumplna 


equipment might perhaps be made to 
occupy the floor space of one bis 
pump at the Decatur water 
works. 


The reason Is simple. 
The big end 


of a steam pump Is the steam enJ. 
The rotary pumps used at the Staley 
plant are electrically driven and a 
100 or 150 horse power electrio mo- 
tor occuplei a negligible amount of 
space compared with a Corliss en- 
gine. 
The steam which generates 


th9 electricity may be produced at 
Riverton or Danville or possibly in 
the Cerro Gordo street plant in De- 
catur.

DEFEAT THE MEASURE 


Again In 1917 it opposed and suc- 


ceeded In bavlng killed a measure 
that sought to place the state license 
fee at 'ouble the present rate. This 
saves to each motorist • (am equal 
to the amount he now payi for his 
license. 


The club also Inserted In the law 


aa It was finally passed a provision 
that no city should be permitted to 
charge a fee greater than one half 
the rate charged by the state. In 
1907 the club had Inserted a provision 
that the city license should not ex- 
ceed the state license and before that 
the license In St. Louis was $10 a 
year. 


REPRESENTED AT CAPITAL 


The good work does not stop there, 


however. The club has Influenced 
to some extent 
practically 
every 


measure bearing on the motor ve- 
hicle that has been passed by the 
state legislature 
The club Is repre- 


sented at Jefferson City at every 
session and It Is a significant fact 
that since 1907 no automobile bill 
bearing the club's endorsement has 
failed of passage and no bill which it 
has actively opposed has become a 
law.

Delightful Short Tours Can Be Taken—More Pop- 


ular Every Year, 


' An automobile trip to Blooming- 
Sale Glens, Ind., otherwise known as 
Turkey Run, is recommended by De- 
catur people who have tried it as one 
of the delightful short tours. The 
route out of Decatur all the way to 
P.ockville, Ind., is liy way of the 
Ocean to Ocean highway, 103 miles. 
This trail la said to be in finer con- 
dition this year than It ever was 
before. There Is a short detour out 
of Decatur by the East William street 
road to a point two miles east of the 
river, then a Jog of two miles south 
where the marked trail Is picked up. 
This Is In fine condition across the 
rest of Macon, all of Piatt and Doug- 
las counties, with two considerable 


stretches of paved road In Douglas 
county. 


After leaving the Newman pave- 


ment and crossing the border 
of 


Douglas county there Is a very short 
piece of unimproved earth road and 
after this there is gravel or maca- 
dam all the rest of the way to the 
Indiana line. There is gravel or mac- 
adam all the way th-ough Indiana. 
At Rockvllle the road turns north 
by way of Marshall on the C. I. and 
W. railroad to Bloomlngdale Glens. 
The distance is about ten miles. 


Bloomlngdale Glens Is «o 
called 


from the miniature canyons made by 
a little river and 
its 
tributaries, 


which have cut through the limestone 
rock to a depth of seventy or eighty 


feet. The stream it aoout as larce 
as the Sani&mon and runs like a 
mill-trail. The water Is as clear as 
a crystal and the fish on the bottom 
can be seen at depth of several feet 
The fishing Is fine but the catching 
Isn't very good. 


The glens Is a natural park of sev 


eral acres studded with great pop- 
lar trees two feet or more in rham 
eter, whose boles rise sixty or seventy 
feet without a branch. This park 
has become state property and an ex- 
cellent hotel has been built there. 


It is a matter of a few minutes 


from one of th* fairest farming seen 
es In Indiana to the bottom of a glenn 
from which one can see nothing 
more than a silt of blue sky overhead 
It seems inconceivably remote from 
every thing. 


SHADES OF DEATH 


A few miles further up the river 


is another picturesque spot known 
as the Shades of Death, much adver- 
tised as a summer resort. Both these, 
places can be easily Included in one 
trip. The Glens are three miles from

A whole section of Una In the

Alon/o Smith,

Gus Ahrens, muidered on the night 


ef July 14, was killed 
by Howard 


[Wilderman, aged seventeen years, ac- 
tording to a confession made by Al- 
»nzo Smith, a colored boy of sev- 
»nteen, who declared he was with 
iWilderman at the time of the rnur- 
«er. 


"I was only six feet behind him 


frrhen he fired the shot." said Smith, 
•"and I turned and ro«." 


Smith s^id that 
^Yilclerman had 


•skea him to go viHh him on the Job 
«nd he consented; that they got be- 
hind the hedge across the road from 
the Ahrcns store and waited for some 
time, ferr'th said th. he tied a hand- 
kerchief around the lower part of 
Sis fact for a mask and .that W1K1- 
»rmin used what he thought was a 
towel, though he was not positive 
It liad some kind of a stripe at the 
end 


"Once we pot all ready to start." 


fcaid Smith, "and we raised up, but 
•ome one camo along and W9 squat- 
ted down again behind 
the hedge. 


Later when no one was in sight wo 
crossed Cantrell 
street 
toward the 


store ar.d got there a'' Mr. Ahrens 
etar'ed out, 
Wilderman was about 


»i\ feet in front of me.

turned and ran away. 
I heard Mrs 


lAHrens say. 'Oh, I can't stand it,' or 
fcompthinpr like that." 


Smith said tliat later in the night 


lip ind Wildorman met at the new 
colored church on East Decatur. near 
^ ater street, and he told Wilder man 
h? had killed Mr. Ahrens. and Wild- 
irrran replied. "Well, I didn't intend 
to kill him. but I saw him taks 1m 
revolver out of the basket and I had 
lo shoot ' 


Smith said Wilflerrnan had a S;- 


e.ihbre nickel placed revolver; that 
!>« told him he didn't stop running till 
}i* reached the brewery, and that he 
threw his revolver away in an alley, 
b<it intended going back after It n 
it few days, and he said he woJld 
1.11 Smith if he ever told any one. 


•N HAT LED TO SMITH'S ARREST. 


But Smith couldn't keep from tell- 


ing:. 
His conscience hurt iiim. Even 


when he thought he was alone he 
kept saying to himself, "Five hun- 
dred dollars reward! Five hundred 
dollars reward'" 
He was overheard 


and the police were told. 


SMITH TELLS ALL 


Officer Shad Kemp brought Smith 


to police headquarters, where his 
rights were fully explained to him. 
He was asked if he had been prom- 
ised any money by anybody if he 
\\ould frame up a story Implicating 
another in the murder, and he said 
he had not; that he knew that ho 
would be considered guilty, too, and 
that he would tell his story without 
any hope of reward. 
Then he went 


into the details of the murder and 
his story was so straightforward that 
the officers 
had no 
doubt of Its 


truth. 
Chief Allen and Captain Cline 


scon had every available policeman, 
\\ith several extra men, securing' the 
city for Howard Wilderman. 


WILDERMAN UNDER SUSPICION 


Wilderman was 
one of the first 


men suspected of the crime the night 
thu murder was committed, and he 
^ as one of the first men picked up. 
The officers found him at his home 
in the Oklahoma district less than 
an hour after the murder. He was in 
bed. but his shirt was wringing wet 
with persipration, indicating that he 
had been through some vio^nt exer- 
cise not long before. 
He explained 


the condition of his shirt by saying 
ha was troubled with i.ight sweat? 
Most of his life has been spent in 
Decatur, and the 
police believe he 


has been mixed up "In a number of 
i obbet ies 


Smith, who is a frail looking boy, 


was 
arrested once for 
stealing 
a 


purs e from his teacher's desk at the 
Jackson street school and released on 
probation. 


O'DONXELL CONFIRMS SMITH 
At 11:30 Saturday night, the police 


brought in John O'Donnell, 352 East 
Marion 
street and 
questioned him 


severely but he denied knowing any- 
thing of the murder until he was 
read 
an extract 
from the law re- 


garding punishment 
for 
anyone 


knowing of crime but withholding In- 
formation. This seemed to cause him 
to wilt. 


He then proceeded to tell t story 


that substantiated Alonzo 
Smith's 


story. 
O'Donnell -was not In on the 


holdup but was with these men be- 
fore and after. Wilderman, had been 
brought In Just ahead of O'Donnell 
but he was In a defiant .sullen at- 
titude, and stoutly denied everything. 
When led to the cell he shuffled his 
feet across the floor, hung his head 
low and occasionally threw a dart- 
ing glance around but would not look 
at anyone directly. When officers 
called him to the desk to be searched, 
he remarked "That's about the third 
time you've searched me." 


He will face a charge of murder 


while Smith will face a charge of 
accessory to the crime and O'Donnell 
will be charged with being an acces- 
sory after the fact. 
S.IITH'S WRITTEN STATEMENT 
Smith made a written signed state- 


! ment in which he said in substance, 


1 
"Wilderman met me in front of the 


Walkei store on Marlon street and 
said 'Come and go with me.' Wev went 
up to the Franklin street viaduct and 
then east on Decatur to Johns pas- 
ture and then he told me it was 
Gus Ahrens we were going to hold 
up. He asked me if I 
wanted 
to 


handle the gun or get the money but 
I told him I was too nervous to handle 
the gun so I'd take the money. We 
hid behind the hedge across the road 
from the store for about an hour and 
a half. Then when Ahrens got ready 
to close the store, Wllderman tied a 


j towel over his face and gave me a 


black muffler to put on. As Ahrens 
was ready to come out, Wilderman 
walked across the street just outside 
the line of light ma^e by the store 
light shining through the window and 
1 went down along the hedge about 


«j"100 feet, came across the street and 


back to the northeast corner of the 
^hi ens store, 


"As Ahrens was starting to close 


tho door, Wilderman sr.Id 'hands up.' 
Ahrens reached into hla basket and 
then Wilderman shot. I ran through 
some corn, down an alley and out to 
l!jinois street, then went south and 
finally wound up 
at 
the 
colored 


church uliere I met Wilierman and 
O'Donnoll "

There 
was all sorts of positive evidence 
against Wilderman at these different 
times but a jinx seemed to hang on 
and convictions could not be securea 
The Abraham affair almost amount- 
ed to a confession and the fellows 
who pulled this deed are said to hav 
paid back the money taken.
